EMANUEL TAPS INSIDER 
TO TAKE THE REINS 
OF CASH-STRAPPED CTA

If the name’s not familiar now, it will be soon. On 
Tuesday Mayor-elect Rahm Emanuel chose the City 
Hall veteran to ensure the city’s trains and buses run 
on time. 

New CTA President Claypool, who’s known Eman- 
uel for decades, will oversee day-to-day operations. 
Terry Peterson, who was instrumental in Emanuel’s 
successful mayoral campaign, will continue as CTA 
board chairman. 

Both will face major challenges centered on money: 
There’s not enough of it year-to-year, or to upgrade an 
aging public transit system. And union contracts cover- 
ing 9,000 CTA employees are set to expire in Decem- 
ber. 

“Forrest is no stranger to taking on daunting chal- 
lenges,” Emanuel said at a news conference, citing 
ClaypooTs tenure running the Chicago Park District 
for Mayor Daley “He shares my belief that [the CTA] 
is our most critical piece of infrastructure. Forrest has 
the experience to capitalize on the CTA’s strengths and 
the creative mind to guide its future.” 

Claypool does not have a transportation back- 
ground, but Emanuel said his appointment is not po- 
litical. Claypool did not have experience running parks 
before he took over the Park District either, Emanuel 
said. 

“That is what public service is about,” Emanuel said. 
“It’s bringing innovation, creativity, a sense of commit- 
ment to what the mission is and that’s why I selected 
him.” 

Claypool said the “best indicator of how people are 
likely to do is what they’ve done in the past.” At the 
Park District, Claypool cut costs and expanded recre- 
ation programs while taking political heat for slashing 
payroll and privatizing some operations. 

Emanuel said his top transportation priorities will 
be to build 25 miles of new bike lanes annually and ex- 
pand CTA’s Red Line. He wants to secure federal fund- 
ing to rebuild deteriorating tracks south to 95th Street,

Jeff Zeigler was on his way downtown Tuesday 
morning when the Brown Line train he was rid- 
ing stopped and returned to the Southport sta- 
tion. He walked to the Belmont Red Line station, 
but it too was closed. 

“I’m about an hour and a half behind an already 
busy day,” he said. “There has not been a lot of 
communication, but it looks like everyone is 
working hard under difficult circumstances.” 

The holdup, which created a slogging commute 
for CTA customers, was an apparent switching 
problem that stopped all trains near the Belmont 
station, forcing hundreds to take shuttle buses. 

A Brown Line train became stuck about 
8:45 a.m. while switching tracks just north of the 
Belmont station, holding up other trains on the 
Brown, Red and Purple lines, according to CTA 
and police officials. No injuries were reported. 


Doug Musteikis gave up on the train and de- 
cided to take a bus from the Grand Red Line stop 
to the Orange Line so he could get to his home on 
the Southwest Side. “It was about 15 minutes for 
me, but I know some people were waiting longer 
than that,” Musteikis said as he left the station. 

Musteikis said CTA employees were making 
announcements over speakers on the platform 
but that the messages were too garbled to be un- 
derstood. 

Service was restored about 11:15 a.m., though 
shuttle buses continued to run until stations were 
cleared out, CTA spokeswoman Wanda Taylor said. 

All aboard the stalled Brown Line cars were 
safely evacuated, officials said. CTA officials were 
investigating how the incident occurred, but a 
fire official at the scene said at least one car was 
involved. 

Another CTA spokeswoman, Noelle Gaff- 


ney stopped short of calling the incident a de- 
railment, saying “all of the wheels stayed on the 
track.” 

Gaffney said the eight-car train had just left the 
Belmont station and was headed to the Southport 
station when the front part of the train switched 
onto the westbound tracks on the Brown Line 
while the rest of the train’s wheels remained on 
the northbound tracks. 

“The first part of the train went on the correct 
track, but the middle part stayed on the north- 
bound track,” Gaffney said. 

Shuttle buses for Brown Line riders ran be- 
tween the Southport and Fullerton stops. Red 
Line shuttles ran between the Addison and Ful- 
lerton stops. Purple Line riders were asked to 
take shuttle buses from the Howard stop. 

During the incident, Belmont was closed be- 
tween Sheffield Avenue and Clark Street. 


extend the line to 130 th and renovate and modern- 
ize lines north of Belmont. 

In August 2009, the CTA’s board voted to ex- 
tend the Red Line by more than five miles. The 
$1.2 billion effort was meant to help disadvantaged 
neighborhoods by adding four stations as well as 
bus terminals and park-and-ride lots. 

Like Peterson, Claypool is familiar with City 
Hall’s byways. In the late 1980s, Claypool become 
Daley’s chief of staff, a position he held twice. Be- 
fore that, Claypool was in the political consulting 
business with David Axelrod, who’s now President 
Obama’s top re-election strategist. 

Claypool’s relationship with Emanuel goes back 
decades. The two worked on a central Illinois 
congressional campaign when both were in col- 


lege. More recently, Claypool served on Emanuel’s 
transportation transition committee. 

The position is a step up for Claypool, a reform- 
minded former Democratic Cook County com- 
missioner who was out of politics and government 
after losing an independent bid for Cook County 
assessor in November. The CTA’s budget is about 
$1.34 billion, more than three times the Park Dis- 
trict budget. The city’s rail and bus system has a 
$7 billion wish list. Parts of it are more than 
100 years old. 

Last year, several of the CTA’s train and bus runs 
were eliminated. And the agency, like other public 
transportation systems across the nation, has been 
dipping into funds set aside for new equipment to 
cover day-to-day costs. 


“The biggest challenge, I think, right off the bat 
is financial, because the CTA has hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars in deficits and has been for years 
using capital dollars in onetime plugs, including a 
loan from the state to fill those gaps, and obviously 
that can’t continue,” Claypool told the Tribune. 

A freeze on CTA fare increases is set to expire at 
the end of the year, along with the union contracts. 
Peterson noted he soon will have to start negoti- 
ating in earnest; he said service cuts will be a last 
resort. 

“I don’t want to stand here today and start nego- 
tiating back and forth,” Peterson said. “We know 
that we can keep things going as they are until De- 
cember. That’s one of the challenges we are going 
to have in terms of sitting down.”

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Officials take on 
city’s transit woes

The top officials from Chicago’s mass transit, 
transportation and planning agencies gath- 
ered Tuesday for a summit on the region’s 
transportation needs and congestion, but the 
session produced little more than agreement 
that much work needs to be done before plans 
could be launched. 

The summit focused special attention on 
the need for a strategy to develop the In- 
terstate 9oJane Addams Tollway between 
O’Hare and Rockford into a multimodal cor- 
ridor with a mass-transit option and an im- 
proved highway 

Already nearly i million travelers a day ply 
the T90 corridor, either in vehicles or on the 
Blue Line. Rush-hour car trips can last an 
hour or more. 

But while state and local officials have set 
up an advisory council to guide development 
of the proposed Elgin-O’Hare Expressway ex- 
tension and airport bypass, attendees at Tues- 


day’s summit didn’t propose the same for the 
I- 90 corridor. 

State Transportation Secretary Gary Han- 
nig said participants weren’t prepared to do 
that yet. 

“Today gave us an opportunity to discuss 
these issues,” Hannig said. “You can see that 
not everybody is there yet, but we’re all will- 
ing to sit down and talk and find ways to make 
it happen.” 

Kristi Lafleur, executive director of the Il- 
linois Tollway said the summit showed a con- 
sensus for developing the corridor, and that 
officials would follow up with a “more struc- 
tured process.” 

The tollway would like to rebuild its part of 
the 50 -year-old road and get transit agencies 
to help pay the cost. Estimates for widening 
I-90 and adding congestion-relief options, 
such as high-occupancy vehicle tolling and 
express bus lanes, range from $1.9 billion to 
$4.5 billion.

Ex-governor gears up for Round 2 of corruption trial

Call it “Blago Trial II: Electric Boogaloo.” Or not. 

However you describe it, the retrial of former Gov Rod Blagojevich on federal 
corruption charges is scheduled to begin Wednesday in Chicago. Blagojevich, 

54, faces 20 counts, including one that he tried to trade or sell an appointment 
to Barack Obama’s vacated U.S. senate seat after Obama won the White House 
in 2008. 


If you’re feeling a sinking sense of deja 
vu, it may be because of the memorable 
media circus that was the June-August 
trial of Blagojevich and his former chief- 
of-staff brother, Rob Blagojevich. The 
high-profile case captivated Chicago and 
ended in a cliffhanger: one holdout ju- 
ror and a jury deadlocked on all but one 
count— that Blagojevich lied to the FBI 
about his level of involvement in political 
fundraising. 

The upcoming trial promises similar in- 
trigue. Questions loom as to whether may- 
or-elect Rahm Emanuel, the former chief 
of staff to the president, will be called to 
testify Also uncertain is whether Blagojev- 
ich will take the stand himself, after vowing 
to do so in the last trial before declining to 
speak. And this time around, Blagojevich’s 
top-dollar legal team is no more. Instead of 
the theatrical father-son team of Sam Adam 


Jr. and Sam Adam Sr., he will be represented 
by public defenders. 

Also adding to the excitement: the media 
bUtz by Blagojevich and his wife, Patti, that 
began prior to and continued through the 
2010 trial. Blagojevich appeared on NBC’s 
“Celebrity Apprentice” that spring. Patti did 
a 2009 stint on the network’s “I’m a Celebri- 
ty ... Get Me Out of Here.” A slew ofTV and 
radio appearances also played out, as did the 
defendant’s occasional front-yard news con- 
ferences at his Ravenswood Manor home. 

Even when the dust (mostly) settled and 
the case against his brother was dropped, 
the politician formerly known as G-Rod 
did not go quietly into the night to await 
retrial. Not by a long shot. 

As his new trial kicks into gear, RedEye 
takes a look at the former governor’s recent 
pop culture resume.

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No solitary Rose

Derrick Rose has traveled to the free-throw 
line 34 times through the first two games of 
the Bulls’ Eastern Conference quarterfinal 
series against the Pacers, drawing questions 
about the pain from all the punishment he 
has absorbed. 

A better question might be how his back 
feels after he has carried the Bulls offensively 
down the stretch of two straight playoff vic- 
tories. 

Rose is averaging 37.5 points thus far, more 
than doubling runner-up Luol Deng’s scor- 
ing average of 16 ppg. Nevertheless, the Btxlls 
point to their 2-0 lead and a 100 point s-per- 
game average as signs the offensive formula is 
fine, even if 41.2 percent shooting and an aver- 
age of 18.5 turnovers are troubling signs. 

“Derrick’s playing at a very high level,” 
coach Tom Thibodeau said. “But when you 
look at who’s scoring, Carlos [Boozer] is scor- 
ing. Luol is scoring. We’re scoring fine. Our 
defense has to get better.” 

Rose agreed, although he alluded to the of- 
fense not running smoothly 

‘All of us are surprised,” he said. “We don’t 
know what’s going on. I think it’s defense. De- 
fense usually gets us going, gets us fast-break 
points. It just hasn’t been there.” 


There have been timely offensive contribu- 
tions from others. Deng scored 16 of his 18 
points in the second half of Game i. Boozer 
posted a monster double-double of 17 points 
and 16 rebounds in Game 2. Kyle Korver has 
hit clutch 3-pointers down the stretch of both 
games off plays by Rose. 

In fact, though Rose didn’t get the assist, 
Korver’s 3-pointer with 64 seconds left to 
push the Bulls’ lead to five points in Game 2 
provided a textbook example of offensive bal- 
ance. Rose recognized a hard trap right after 
he crossed half-court and found Joakim Noah 
in the high post. Noah turned and fed a wide- 
open Korver. 

“Perfect,” Rose said. 

Rose committed six second-half turnovers 
in Game 2 and expects to see more aggressive 
trapping early in Game 3. Often, this featured 
a longer-armed defender like Paul George on 
him. 

“Delivering the ball, I have to be way sharp- 
er,” Rose said. “The bigs have to be in the 
right spot. They were hitting and coming to 
double-team me randomly It wasn’t a coach 
call or anything. They were just coming out. It 
surprised us. If anything, they’re going to hit 
more often and be aggressive at home. We’ll 
be prepared for it.”

In 2008, baseball introduced instant replay to ensure the accuracy of 
home run calls. Loathed by purists who believe errors in judgment are 
as much a part of baseball as peanuts and Cracker Jack, replay is loved 
by perfectionists who believe accuracy trumps all. 

As replay may be expanded for rulings on trapped and fair/foul 
ball calls, the debate intensifies. Fair and foul are actually the perfect 
adjectives describing this conundrum. I say it’s fair to expect the right 
calls when historical achievements such as perfect games are on the 
line, yet it’s foul to expect perfection on balls and strikes.

There’s nothing more glorious than watch- 
ing an umpire blow a big call in favor of your 
team in a big game. Then again, there’s noth- 
ing more enraging than watching an umpire 
blow a big call against your team in any game. 

I’m all for expanding instant replay I know 
I’m supposed to start screaming about the 
purity of the game in the face of the possibil- 
ity of increased instant replay, but I hardly 
think blown calls by out-of-shape, out-of- 
position umpires are doing a lot for baseball’s 
integrity In fact, doesn’t the “integrity of the game” demand baseball 
get the calls right?

Singer and guitarist Ezra Furman of youthful indie-pop quartet Ezra Furman and the Harpoons wrote much of the band^s excel- 
lent new album, “Mysterious Power,” while stowed away in various bedrooms. 

“That^s where you start and end most days,” said the 24-year-old Evanston native, who makes his home in Ravenswood. “It^s 
your place of vantage to look at the world and look at your life.” 

What emerges isn^t always a pretty picture. The record, which swings between heart-tugging acoustic ballads and Pixies-wor- 
thy blasts of guitar noise, finds Furman struggling with a bleak job market (“Hard Time in a Terrible Land^^ and young love giv- 
ing way to adult bitterness (“Too Strung Out’T Reached on tour in Boston— the birthplace of the Harpoons (three of the four 
members met in 2006 at Tufts University)— the singer discussed his favorite love song, why he^s no connoisseur of the Chicago 
nightlife and the reason it^s sometimes best to turn down a free slice of pizza.

With name like the Harpoons, 

l*m curious if you’ve ever been hunting. 

I don’t hunt. The Harpoons came up because 
I was really into Moby Dick. The whole idea 
behind the band was I wanted that grand 
adventure. 

Did you ever get it? 

The adventure quotient in my life went 
sharply up when we formed this band. 

We weren’t exactly ready early on, but we 
went out anyway.

‘KOM BAT’ 


Finished? Not so fast. Chicago gaming studio brings 
‘Mortal Kombat’ back from the brink of fatality

Sub Zero thrusts his hand into the midsection 
of his opponent during close combat. As the 
camera zooms in and switches to an X-Ray- 
like view of the action, the blue-garbed ninja 
grabs Scorpion’s liver, freezes it solid and then 
shatters the organ into icy pieces. 

It’s a horrifying sight that makes Ed Boon 
smile. As co-creator of “Mortal Kombat,” the 
gory video game series that first put violent 
games on the map in the early ’90s, Boon 
has witnessed countless cartoonish onscreen 
atrocities. 

“I’m so overexposed to it, I guess I’m 
desensitized at this point,” he said. 

Boon has plenty of reasons to grin these 
days. “Mortal Kombat,” released Tuesday for 
Xbox 360 and PlayStation 3, represents a re- 
birth not only for the series itself, but for a 
Chicago-based development team that en- 
dured a bloody knockdown in the form of lay- 
offs, bankruptcy and a change in publishers. 
Despite the setbacks, the team got up off the 
mat to deliver the long-awaited remake of its 
old arcade smash. 

“Considering the tornado we went through, 
there’s part of me that says, T can’t believe we 
pulled this off,’ ” Boon said. 

“Mortal Kombat” was created in 1992 at 


Midway Games, a company based in Avon- 
dale that was famous for popular quarter- 
munchers such as “Joust” and “Gauntlet.” At 
a time when arcades still were a popular desti- 
nation and the one-on-one fighting genre was 
taking off, “Kombat’s” realistic graphics and 
explicit executions made the game an instant 
attraction. 

It also became a lightning rod culturally, 
as politicians and concerned parents groups 
spoke out against the game’s gore. The U.S. 
Senate conducted hearings on game violence 
in 1993, and soon a video game industry rat- 
ings system was born. 

The rebellious bad-boy image of “Mortal 
Kombat” only seemed to expand the game’s 
popularity— especially for angsty teen males. 

“It was a huge deal for me,” said Hector 
Sanchez, 32, of Humboldt Park, now em- 
ployed as one of the game’s producers. “Kids 
would cut school early and line up at arcades 
when they heard there was a new version of 
it that had come out. I distinctly remember 
getting in trouble for leaving school to play” 

Multiple arcade sequels followed, as did 
two full-length feature movies, a TV series, 
comic books— even a live stage show tour. 

“It was so silly and crazy to me,” Boon said. 
“There’s a character. Reptile, that I whipped 
together in my head while I was at the KFC

on Irving Park and California. I come back 
and put it in the game an hour later, and soon 
it becomes a character in a movie.” 

In the early 2000s, the fighting game craze 
began to die— as did arcades themselves— 
and Midway began hemorrhaging money In 
response, management demanded constant 
sequels from its cash cow, “Mortal Kombat”— 
a task that watered down the quality of the 
games and elicited yawns from gamers. 

“They started to get a little goofy” said 
Game Informer magazine editor Dan Ryck- 
ert. “They introduced ‘Friendship moves’ and 
these moves where you could turn people into 
animals and babies— it got too silly and got 
away from the game’s core appeal.” 

Ultimately the boatload of sequels, includ- 
ing the 2008 comic book crossover “Mortal 
Kombat Vs. DC. Universe,” wasn’t enough to 
keep Midway afloat and the company filed for 
bankruptcy in early 2009. The company be- 
gan to dismantle, and it looked like “Mortal 
Kombat” would become a fatality 

“There was a lot of uncertainty at the end 
of the Midway days,” producer Hans Lo said. 
“It was very nerve-wracking wondering what 
was going to happen with our jobs, but the 
management team tried to keep it off us as 
much as possible.” 

Help came in the form of Warner Brothers 
Interactive Entertainment, which bought the 
“Mortal Kombat” license from the corpse of 
Midway in ’09 and rescued Boon’s develop- 


ment team. The new venture was renamed 
NetherRealm Studios, and last year the team 
moved into a 40,000-square-foot, state-of- 
the-art office at 2650A Bradley Place near 
California Avenue and Addison Street. 

Since then, the 125 employees at Neth- 
erRealm have been fine-tuning a “Mortal 
Kombat” game that feels ripped from the 
mid-’qos. The new game’s perspective is 
strictly two-dimensional and the charac- 
ters, stages and fatalities are all imported 
from the series’ first three iconic games. 

“The game’s fans and all of us really 
wanted a return to dark, gritty mature- 
rated ‘Mortal Kombat,’ and so those 
were our marching orders for this one,” 
Boon said. 

Despite the game’s tone. Boon doesn’t 
think the new entry will generate the same 
kind of controversy of the early “Mortal Kom- 
bat” games. “Our game paved the way for oth- 
ers as far as violence,” he said, “and now there 
are horror games and shooters out there that 
are arguably more graphic.” 

That doesn’t mean, of course, that no one 
will blink an eye at “Mortal Kombat’s” grue- 
some antics. 

“People are going to react because when 
you see someone get pulled apart, or see a 
character throwing up on someone’s leg— 
well, it’s pretty gross,” Boon said. “We’ll get 
shown on Fox News probably If we’re lucky”
